It is no secret that for 
months there 
has been dissension 
within the ranks and an outspoken 
dissatisfaction over the failure of the 
union officers to obtain for their men 
the raises demanded. It was this dis­ 
satisfaction which culminated in the 
sporadic strikes in April. 
Men who 
joined the new unions and walked out 
insisted they were tired of the policy 
pursued by the 
“labor politicians” 
and that they wanted a “new deal.”

CANNING TIME. 
Syrups 
for 
Canning—In 
the 
directions given for canning vari­ 
ous grades of syrup are mentioned. 
These syrups are made as follows: 
Thin: 
One part sugar to four 
parts water. 
Medium: One part sugar to two 
parts water. 
Thick: One part sugar to one 
part water. 
Heat the water to boiling, then 
add the sugar gradually, stirring 
constantly and keeping the liquid 
boiling until the liquid is dissolved. 
Syrup made in this way requires 
little or no skimming. 
Use thin syrup with sweet fruits. 
Use medium syrup 
with 
sweet 
fruits. Thick syrup is used in can­ 
dying and preserving. 
Because of the shortage cf su­ 
gar it is important to use aubsti- 
tutes whenever possible. 
A very 
satisfactory syrup for traits may 
be made of one part of light corn 
syrup or honey to three parts of 
water or juice of the fruit. 
Add 
the honey or corn syruu 
to 
the 
liquid and simmer ten minutes. 
Allow two cupfuls of syrup ta 
each quart of fruit. 
There are several other methods 
of preserving cherries in addition 
to the canning method. 
Two of 
these are given below: 
Cherry lam e—Stone the 
cher­ 
ries, remove the stems and wa&h. 
Place in preserving kettle with a 
similar quantity of sugar ani let 
stand over night. 
Then toil until 
a spoonful removed from the ket­ 
tle jellies on a moisten »d plate.

Syrup—Remove stones 
from the ripe cherries and pound 
half tho stones until crushed.

President Wilson's announcement ,after his interview with 
Governor Cox at the White House on Sunday, that he and the : 
Democratic candidate were “absolutely at one” on the League 
of Nations, was precisely what might have ben expected by any 
one familiar with the relations which have been

last seven years- The statement from the White House can have

to get some water from the “Ocean of 
S u n r ise.” T h e party of chiefs were 
taken through all the eastern cities 
and entertained lavishly.

Cushing wrote many books about the 
old Indian civilization and kept some 
of the Zuni chiefs with him to help 
bim.
